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ORDINANCES  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 


No.  1. 
RESOLUTION 


To  authorize  the  Highway  Department  to  contract  for  the 
cleansing  of  the  streets  of  the  City. 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Department  of  Highways 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a 
contract  with  R.  A.  Smith,  patentee  of  Smith's  street 
sweeping  machines,  for  the  cleansing  of  the  streets  of  the 
City,  and  the  removal  of  all  dirt,  garbage,  offal,  ashes, 
dead  animals,  and  other  refuse  matter  therefrom,  for  the 
year  1863,  at  a  rate  of  charge  to  the  City  not  exceeding 
six  thousand  dollars  per  month,  payable  monthly,  after 
said  work  is  performed.  The  said  contract  shall  be  en- 
tered into,  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufficient  sureties 
for  its  faithful  fulfilment  (to  be  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor),  and  shall  particularly  specify  those  streets  in 
the  business  portions  of  the  City  which  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  contractor  to  cleanse  twice  in  each  week, 
the  work  to  be  done  at  night,  or  between  the  hours  of 
six  o'clock  P.  M.  and  eight  o'clock  A.  M. ;  and  all  other 
paved  streets,  alleys,  courts,  lanes,  markets,  gutters,  and 
gutters  under  railway  crossings,  shall  be  cleansed  at  least 
once  in  each  week,  and  all  ashes,  garbage,  dirt,  and  other 
refuse  matter  removed  therefrom,  and  the  inlets  to  all 
public  sewers  to  be  at  all  times  kept  clean  and  clear  of 
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all  obstructions ;  and  the  execution  of  all  of  said  work 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
and  a  Joint  Special  Committee  of  Councils  on  cleansing 
the  streets.  Provided,  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Mayor, 
upon  his  own  information  or  upon  that  of  the  said  Joint 
Special  Committee,  there  shall  be  any  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  said  contractor  to  perform  all  the  requirements  of 
the  said  contract,  the  Mayor  may,  by  written  notice  to 
the  said  contractor,  forthwith  and  absolutely  annul  the 
said  contract,  information  whereof  shall  be  communicated 
to  Councils  at  their  next  stated  meeting.

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Eighth,  Ninth,  Tenth,  Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Thirteenth, 
Fourteenth,  Fifteenth,  Sixteenth,  Seventeenth,  Eigh- 
teenth, Nineteenth,  and  Twentieth  Wards  of  the  consoli- 
dated City  of  Philadelphia ;  except  that  part  bounded 
by  Montgomery  Street  on  the  north,  the  Schuylkill 
River  on  the  west,  Oxford  Street  on  the  south,  and 
Twenty-eighth  Street  on  the  east;  or  anywhere  within 
that  part  of  the  First  Ward  of  said  City  bounded  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit :  beginning  at  Wharton  Street  and  the  River

to  the  River  Schuylkill,  thence  along  the  River  Schuylkill 
to  the  place  of  beginning;  or  anywhere  within  that  part 
of  the  Twenty-first  Ward  of  said  City,  which  embraced  the 
late  borough  of  Manayunk;  or  on  Germantown  Avenue,  in 
the  Twenty-second  Ward  of  said  City;  or  anywhere  with- 
in that  part  of  the  Twenty-third  Ward  of  said  City,  which 
embraced  the  late  borough  of  Frankford ;  or  anywhere 
within  that  part  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward  which  formerly 
embraced  part  of  the  Nineteenth  Ward. 

Section  II.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  erect, 
or  construct,  or  enlarge,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  construct- 
ed, or  enlarged,  any  such  wooden,  framed,  brick-paned 
building,  upon  any  lot  or  piece  of  ground  within  that 
part  of  the  consolidated  City  of  Philadelphia  mentioned 
in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  or  remove  any  such 
building  therein,  except  on  the  same,  or  to  an  adjoining 
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lot,  he,  she,  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars, 
to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  manner  that  penalties 
for  breaches  of  ordinances  are  or  shall  be  by  law  recov- 
erable. Provided,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  ordi- 
nance shall  interfere  with  any  building  now  in  course  of 
removal. 

Section  III.  That  each  and  every  person  who  shall 
erect,  or  construct,  or  enlarge,  or  cause  to  be  erected, 
constructed,  or  enlarged,  or  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed 
any  wooden,  framed,  or  brick-paned  building,  in  viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  or  who  shall  become  the  owner 
thereof  after  the  same  shall  have  been  so  built,  and  who 
shall  omit,  neglect,  or  refuse  to  remove  the  same  within 
thirty  days  after  notice  to  that  effect,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  further  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  and  also  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  every  period  of  one  month  for  which 
he,  she,  or  they  shall  omit,  neglect,  or  refuse  to  remove 
the  same,  after  the  expiration  of  the  notice  aforesaid  ;  to 
be  recovered  as  penalties  of  equal  amount  are  or  shall 
be  recoverable  for  the  use  of  the  City.  Provided  always, 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  considered  as  ap- 
plying to  bath-houses  or  privies  attached  to  dwellings, 
the  lower  story  of  which  shall  be  composed  of  brick  or 
other  incombustible  materials,  or  brick  sheds,  or  coal 
sheds,  or  sheds  for  the  temporary  storage  of  merchandise. 
Provided,  That  the  partition  between  bath-houses  shall  be 
composed  of  brick  or  other  incombustible  materials,  ex- 
cept such  bath-houses  as  now  are  in  course  of  erection. 

Section  IY.  That  every  person  who  shall  contract  for 
the  erection  or  construction  of  any  building  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  recoverable  in  the  manner 
aforesaid.

Whereas,  The  utility  of  the  Police  and  Fife  Alarm 
Telegraph  belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  greatly 
endangered  by  the  interference  of  other  telegraph  lines,

Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  to  report  any  violation  of  this 
ordinance  to  the  Mayor,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to 
notify  the  company,  person  or  persons  violating  this 
ordinance,  to  remove  the  said  obstructions  within  twenty 
days,  under  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  every 
sixty  days  the  said  obstructions  are  allowed  to  remain,

And  whereas,  The  Board  has  been  organized  for  several 
months,  and  proposals  for  suitable  property  have  been 
invited  through  three  of  the  daily  papers,  and  a  number 
of  lots  visited,  none  of  which  are  suitable  for  the  purpose; 
and  as  it  is  believed  none  will  be  found  so  free  from  ob- 
jection as  the  City  property  on  Hart's  Lane,  which  was 
purchased  by  a  former  Board  of  Health  for  the  special 
purpose  of  a  Municipal  Hospital,  and  has  been  approved 
by  two  Boards  of  Health  and  two  City  Councils. 
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And  whereas,  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  a 
temporary  hospital  should  also  be  provided  for  the  im- 
mediate wants  of  the  City.     Therefore — 

Section"  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Commissioners 
for  building  a  Municipal  Hospital,  created  by  the  ordi- 
nance to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  cause  said 
hospital  building  to  be  erected  without  unnecessary  delay, 
upon  a  piece  of  ground  owned  by  the  City,  containing 
fourteen  acres,  purchased  for  this  special  purpose,  situated 
in  the  Twenty-first  Ward,  bounded  by  Lehigh  Avenue, 
Twentieth  and  Twenty-first  Streets,  and  Hart's  Lane ;

nearest  magistrate  of  any  infraction  of  this  ordinance, 
and  one-half  of  all  fines  so  imposed  shall  go  to  the  in- 
former.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Relating  to  the  Department  of  Surveys. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  head  of  this 
Department  is  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and 
that  he,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  Assembly,  approved 
May  13,  1856,  make  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  or  the  Mayor,  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  duties  connected  with  his  office. 

Section  II.  Each  District  Surveyor  and  Regulator 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  make 
oath  or  affirmation  before  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas,  in  addition  to  the  requirements  of  the 
act  of  Assembly,  approved  May  13, 1856,  as  to  qualifica- 
tion, that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
office  as  the  same  then  are,  or  may  thereafter  be  lawfully 
defined;  and  each  such  Surveyor  shall,  before  entering 
upon  his  said  office,  execute  a  bond  with  two  sureties,  to  be 
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approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  in  the  sum  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  any  damages 
which  may  be  sustained  or  incurred,  for  or  in  conse- 
quence of  any  mistake  or  error  made  by  him  in  giving 
the  line  or  lines,  or  grade  or  grades,  of  any  lot  or  lots 
which  he  may  survey  by  virtue  of  his  office,  which  bond 
shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  any  person  or  persons  so 
aggrieved.  Provided,  That  the  same  shall  not  be  reco- 
verable unless  prosecuted  during  his  term  of  office,  or 
within  one  year  after  the  expiration  thereof. 

Section  III.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Select  Council, 
appoint  the  following  officers,  viz :  A  Recording  Clerk, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  his  directions,  to  assist  in 
the  charge  of  the  office;  in  recording  documents,  and  in 
such  business  as  may  be  required  by  said  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor;  he  shall  act  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Surveyors,  and  keep  regular  minutes  of  their  proceed- 
ings. A  Draftsman,  who  shall  make  and  copy  such 
drafts  and  plans  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Depart- 
ment as  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  may  require: 
and  a  Rodman,  who  shall  act  as  Messenger,  whose  duties 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor. 

Section  IV.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  super- 
intendence and  direction  of  all  surveys  and  regulations 
as  authorized  by  acts  of  Assembly  and  ordinances  of  the 
several  districts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  now  in  force, 
or  hereafter  to  be  enacted  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia; 
he  shall  preside  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
and  Regulators  at  all  stated  and  special  meetings  of  the 
said  Board,  and  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  all  questions ; 
he  shall,  as  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  sign  all  plans 
and  profiles  of  surveys,  regulations,  bridges,  and  culverts, 
when  acted  on  by  the  said  Board  of  Surveyors ;  he  shall 
furnish  the  Department  of  Highways  with  all  plans  and 
specifications  for  laying  out,  grading,  and  regulating 
streets  and  public  ways,  and  for  bridges,  culverts,  location 
of  inlets,  or  other  improvements  to  be  done  under  the 
superintendence  of  said  Department,  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
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Section  V.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  the 
several  District  Surveyors  and  Eegulators  shall  compose 
a  Board,  of  which  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall 
be  the  President.  The  said  Board  of  Surveyors  shall 
hold  stated  meetings  at  such  times  as  they  shall  deter- 
mine, so  that  the  intervals  between  such  meetings  shall 
not  exceed  one  month,  and  such  special  meetings  as  shall 
be  convened  by  the  President  of  the  said  Board,  by  the 
request  of  three  members  of  the  Board,  or  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Councils  on  Surveys  and  Regulations ;  a  ma- 
jority of  the  whole  number  to  form  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  and  each  member,  including  the 
President,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Section  VI.  A  suitable  office  shall  be  provided  for 
said  Department,  in  which  shall  be  kept,  under  the  cus- 
tody of  the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  certified 
copies  of  all  the  records  and  plans  relating  to  the  surveys, 
regulations,  sewerage,  and  bridging,  connected  with  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  VII.  The  following  charges  shall  be  made  for 
information  furnished  or  extracts  made  from  the  public 
records  now  or  that  hereafter  may  be  on  file  in  the  De- 
partment of  Surveys: — 

For  examination  of  plans  or  records,  twenty-five  cents. 

For  examination  of  plans  or  records,  with  extracts, 
fifty  cents. 

For  copies  of  documents,  per  one  hundred  words,  ten 
cents. 

For  copies  of  plans,  one  dollar  per  hour  consumed  in 
their  preparation.    No  charge  less  than  one  dollar. 

For  copy  of  official  return  of  survey,  fifty  cents. 

For  information  from  culvert  records,  each  fifty  cents. 

For  entering  an  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  and 
delivering  of  notices,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

For  official  certificate,  fifty  cents. 

Section  VIII.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall 
collect,  receive,  and  keep  an  account  thereof,  of  all  the 
fees  and  charges  connected  with  the  office  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Surveys;  and  he  shall  at  the  close  of  each  month 
make  returns  under  oath  to  the  City  Controller,  of  each 
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item  of  moneys  received  by  him,  and  immediately  pay 
the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  IX.  The  said  District  Surveyors  shall,  in  their 
respective  districts,  lay  out  and  survey  the  same,  as  may 
be  requisite  from  time  to  time,  and  shall  designate  the 
proper  lines,  levels,  and  grades,  as  established  by  the 
confirmed  plan  of  such  district  as  he  may  have  in  charge. 
All  general  plans  for  sewers,  bridges,  or  other  improve- 
ments, to  be  constructed  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Surveyors,  to  be  decided  thereby,  and  no  contracts  for 
such  improvements,  whether  of  culverts  or  bridges,  shall 
be  executed  or  work  commenced,  until  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer and  Surveyor  shall  certify  that  the  plans  thereof 
have  been  approved  by  said  Board;  and  when  built  or 
constructed  by  contract,  no  estimate  shall  be  paid  with- 
out his  certificate  as  to  its  correctness. 

Section  X.  Each  District  Surveyor  shall  keep  an  ac- 
curate record,  in  a  book  provided  by  the  City  for  that 
purpose,  of  all  surveys  and  adjustments  of  party  lines, 
and  shall  also  furnish  duplicates  thereof  to  the  Chief  En- 
gineer and  Surveyor  within  one  month  after  the  same  is 
made,  and  also  such  plans  of  such  parts  of  said  district, 
and  in  such  form,  and  with  such  details  as  said  Chief 
Engineer  shall  from  time  to  time  require  for  official 
purposes;  and  all  such  plans,  surveys,  records,  minutes, 
notes,  memoranda,  and  regulations,  whether  in  the  prin- 
cipal office  or  in  the  respective  offices  of  the  District 
Surveyors,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  shall  be  delivered  up  to  their  successors  in 
office  on  the  termination  of  their  official  service ;  and 
every  Surveyor  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  furnish  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  the  dupli- 
cates of  surveys  above  mentioned  within  the  time  before 
mentioned,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
for  each  offence,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  as  penal- 
ties of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  XI.  The  District  Surveyors  and  Eegulators 
shall  be  required  to  attend  to  all  surveys  to  be  made 
with  a  view  to  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  or  other 
work,  in  their  respective  districts,  within  four  working 
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days  after  notice  so  to  do,  and  upon  failure  thereof,  the 
Surveyor  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  as  such  debts  are  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  XII.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  begin  the 
foundation  or  erect  any  building  or  buildings  adjoining 
to  or  upon  any  street,  road,  lane,  court,  or  alley,  or  on 
the  line  of  his,  her,  or  their  neighbor's  ground,  without 
first  applying  to  and  having  the  line  or  lines  thereof 
regulated  and  marked  by  the  Surveyor  and  Eegulator 
of  the  district ;  or  shall  deviate  therefrom  by  extending 
his,  her,  or  their  building  or  buildings  beyond  any  or 
either  of  the  lines  or  boundaries  marked  as  aforesaid 
(unless  determined  otherwise  by  appeal),  every  owner 
and  master  builder  shall  severally  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner 
as  penalties  of  like  amount  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be 
by  law  recoverable ;  and  said  fine  (and  all  other  fines 
under  this  ordinance)  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  treasury. 
Provided,  That  the  same  shall  not  be  recoverable  unless 
prosecuted  within  one  year  after  the  offence  was  com- 
mitted.   • 

Provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  build- 
ings to  be  erected  in  the  rural  districts  where  the  same 
are  not  upon  or  adjoining  to  party  lines,  or  lines  of  roads 
or  streets. 

Section  XIII.  The  District  Surveyors  shall  be  allowed 
to  charge  and  demand,  in  advance,  the  following  from 
the  owners  of  property  ordering  the  work  to  be  per- 
formed, or  against  whom  the  same  is  properly  charge- 
able, namely: — 

For  surveying  and  regulating  each  lot  of  not  more 
than  twenty  feet  in  width,  three  dollars. 

Each  lot  of  more  than  twenty  and  not  over  forty  feet 
in  width,  four  dollars. 

Each  lot  of  more  than  forty  and  not  over  sixty  feet  in 
width,  five  dollars. 

Each  lot  of  more  than  sixty  and  not  over  one  hundred 
feet  in  width,  six  dollars;  and  for  each  additional 
foot  in  width,  two  cents. 

For  measuring  and  making  returns  of  paving  and  curb- 
ing, two  cents  per  lineal  foot  of  property  on  each 
side,  payable  by  contractor. 
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For  furnishing  heights  and  stakes  for  resetting  curb, 

seventy-five  feet  continuously  or  under,  one  dollar 

and  fifty  cents.     For  each  additional  foot,  two  cents. 

For  measuring  and  making  returns  of  repaving  and 

paving  new  intersections,  two  cents  per  square  yard, 

to  be  paid  by  contractor. 

And  they  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from 

the  City  Corporation  the  following,  viz : — 

For   measuring,   making   drawings,   and   returns   for 
water-pipes,  two  cents  per  lineal  foot  of  property  on 
each  side,  inclusive  of  description  for  liens  for  pipe 
laid. 
For  gutter  or  grading  stakes,  one  cent  per  lineal  foot. 
For  furnishing  heights  and  stakes  for  one  hundred  feet 
or  less  of  new  curbing,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents; 
and  two  cents  per  foot  for  each  additional  foot. 
For  preparing  liens  for  municipal  claims,  each  (exclu- 
sive of  water-pipe  liens),  one  dollar. 
For  surveys  and  duplicate  sectional  plans  for  line  regu- 
lations, per  acre,  two  dollars. 
For  surveys  and  duplicate  sectional  plans  for  grade 

regulations,  per  acre,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 
For  duplicate  sectional  plans,  comprising  both  line  and 

grade  regulations,  per  acre,  three  dollars. 
For  superintendence  of  branch  culverts  with  lines  and 
levels,  property  plans  and  assessment  bills,  with  cer- 
tificate that  specifications  have  been  complied  with, 
per  lineal  foot,  six  cents,  payable  by  contractor. 
Section  XIV.  That  all  contracts  for  grading,  paving, 
or  curbing,  entered  into  by  the  City,  shall  specify  that 
the  accurate  measurement  thereof  shall  be  certified  to  by 
the  Surveyor  and  Regulator  of  the  district  in  which  it 
may  be  performed,  and  no  curbing  shall  be  set,  highways 
graded,  nor  gutters  laid,  unless  in  accordance  with  regu- 
lations furnished  by  the  Surveyor  and  Regulator  of  the 
district,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  paid  by 
the  contractor,  and  shall  be  recovered  as  debts  of  like 
amount  are  or  may  be  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  XV.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars,  pay- 
able monthly;  and  each  District  Surveyor  and  Regulator, 
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for  keeping  and  furnishing  the  public  record  of  surveys, 
performing  his  duties  as  a  member  of  the  said  Board, 
superintending  and  furnishing  lines  and  levels  of  main 
culverts,  and  doing  such  other  services  as  Councils  may 
lawfully  prescribe,  the  annual  sum  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, payable  quarterly,  in  addition  to  the  fees  and  charges 
hereinbefore  provided  for.

Ri  lating  to  a  projected  line  of  steamships  from  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  foreign  ports. 

Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  the  commercial  prosperity 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  will  be  greatly  promoted  by 
the  establishment  of  a  first  class  line  of  steamships. 

And  ivhereas,  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  is 
willing,  under  the  authority  of  acts  of  Assembly,  to  co- 
operate and  assist  in  this  enterprise,  but  desires,  in  so 
doing,  the  previous  assent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
as  its  largest  stockholder,  and  chiefly  benefited  by  the 
enterprise,  to  the  plan  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  co- 
operate in  the  establishment  of  said  steamship  line.  Now, 
therefore — 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  consideration  of 
the  advantages  resulting  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from 
the  establishment  of  such  a  line  of  steamships,  and  of  the 
co-operation  therein  of  said  Railroad  Company,  and  with 
the  view  of  inducing  such  co-operation,  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia hereby  consents  and  agrees  that  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  may  retain  the  excess  above  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  of  such  cash  dividends  of  the  earnings 
of  the  said  Company  as  may  be  declared  upon  the  amount 
of  stock  held  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  said  Railroad 
Company,  and  also  such  dividends  as  may  be  paid  on 
any  stock  of  such  Railroad  Company,  which  may  be 
divided  as  a  stock  dividend  by  said  Railroad  Company, 
until  the  same  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  the  which  fund,  as  it  shall  from  time  to 
time  accumulate,  shall  be  invested  by  said  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  any  of  the  loans  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
be  held  in  the  joint  names  of  the  President  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  during  the  continuance  of  the  said  trust: 
and  the  interest  of  said  loans,  in  which  the  same  shall  be

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invested,  shall  be  paid  as  the  same  shall  be  received  into 
the  City  treasury. 

Section  II.  The  fund  thus  formed  shall  be  ultimately 
applied  by  said  Railroad  Company  for  the  purpose  of 
indemnifying  it  against  any  subscription  which  the  said 
Railroad  Company  may  make  to  the  stock  of  the  said 
Steamship  Company,  or  any  loss  which  may  result  by 
reason  of  any  indemnity  or  guarantee  which  said  Rail- 
road Company  may  enter  into  for  the  purpose  of  inducing 
subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  said  Steamship  Company  in 
manner  following,  that  is  to  say:  At  the  expiration  of 
one  year  from  the  period  of  time  when  said  fund  shall 
be  fully  accumulated,  the  said  Railroad  Company  shall 
deduct  therefrom  an  amount  which  shall  be  equal  to  the 
depreciation  between  the  par  and  market  value  of  the 
shares  of  common  stock  of  said  Steamship  Company, 
originally  subscribed  or  guaranteed  by  the  Railroad 
Company,  and  as  will  repay  said  Company  for  the  losses 
and  expenses,  if  any  there  be,  by  reason  of  such  subscrip- 
tion or  guarantee,  and  shall  forthwith  pay  the  residue 
into  the  treasury  of  the  City. 

Section  III.  That  nothing  in  this  bill  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  restrain  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
from  making  sale  of  any  portion  of  its  stock  in  said  Rail- 
road Company,  whenever  it  may  deem  it  advisable  so  to 
do,  free  and  clear  from  any  obligation  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  IV.  That  the  Mayor  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  requested  to  enter  into  a  contract,  under 
the  seal  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  embodying  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.

Section  III.  Should  cases  arise  in  which  persons,  not

To  authorize  an  additional  loan  to  meet  the  expenses  incident  to 
the  defence  of  the  City,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby 
authorized  to  borrow,  at  not  less  than  par,  on  the  credit  of 
the  corporation,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  required 
by  the  City  Treasurer  from  time  to  time,  to  provide  for 
the  families  of  volunteers  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  for  the  defence 
of  the  City,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  for  which  interest,  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  paid 
half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  principal  of  the  said 
loan  shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty 
years  from  the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before  without 
the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof;  and  certificates  there- 
for, in  the  usual  form  of  certificates  of  City  loan,  shall  be 
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issued  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,  but 
not  for  any  fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or,  if 
required,  in  amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one  thousand 
dollars;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates  that 
the  said  loan  therein  mentioned,  and  the  interest  thereof, 
are  payable  free  from  all  taxes. 

Section  II.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by 
virtue  hereof,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  ordinance, 
annually  appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate
